THE WORD BLIZZARD. 


Said lo Hare Been Used In South. Da- 


kota In the Sixtic*. 


A well known book of reference 


states that the Chicago Advance was 
the originator of the word "blizzard" 
on the 8th of January, 1880. Old tim- 
ers in South Dakota take exception to 
the statement. A story is told by tho 
editor of the Hutchinson County Her- 
ald, 
who commenced his newspaper 


work on the Dakota Republican, at 
Vermilllon, in August, 1807. 


The Peake family, Swiss bell ringera, 


arrived In Vermillion by stage, and 
William Peake, manager of the bell 
ringers, said to a party of friends, "I 
would like to see one of your blizzards 
I have hearS so much about." Mr. True 
answered: "All right. We will order 
one for your special benefit and have 
It here when you come back through 
:iere from Yankton." 


After showing three nights in Yank- 


ton the troupe started homeward to 
Sioux City, Mr. Peake being on tho 
outside of the stage with the driver. 
The morning was warm and balmy. 
Mr. Feake was astonished at the ac- 
tions of the driver, who suddenly whip- 
ped up, and asked what the matter 
was. T. C. Williams, who was driv- 
ing, 
answered that he was afraid Mr. 


True's order was going to be a little 
ahead of time. 
"Look to the north- 


west," said he. There was the blizzard 
approaching in all its fury. In almost 
a minute the blinding snow was being 
whirled through the air, and Mr. 
Peake withdrew to the inner part of 
the stage. It was one of the most ter- 
rific storms known to the territory, 
which 
is saying considerable. The 


Peake troupe was compelled to wait 
several days at Vermillion until Mr. 
True's blizzard had blown Itself out.— 
Sioux Falls Argus.

ICurth to Keep ThemnelTe* Slender, 
and In Sfevr Caledonia the Native* 
Feed on Friable Stone*. 
No collection of national dishes in- 


cludes earth or clay among them, but 
this is a favorite "plat" with a good 
many millions of people up and down. 
Even in Europe they are not difficult 
to flnd, or were not 50 years ago. 
Tastes have changed a good deal since 
then, no doubt. But human beings do 
not readily give up a. favorite dish, es- 
pecially -when it is cheap. If superior 
persons denounce it, they enjoy the 
treat on the sly. 


Probably the quarrymen of Kiffhau- 


sen no longer breakfast in public upon 
slices of bread "buttered" with fine 
clay, as Humboldt saw them, but we 
should be rather surprised to learn 
that thrifty souls among them do not 
follow the custom of their ancestors 
in private. 
Humboldt was reminded 


of that early experience upon the 
banks of the Amur, where he saw 
Russian soldiers eating what they 
called "rock butter," a similar clay. 


Mr. Laing had the good fortune to ob- 


serve the first appreciation of the deli- 
cacy, or almost, in one district of Swe- 
den. Five years only before he made 
the "tour" so famous in our graudsires' 
time there was dearth in the country. 
The people had already begun to eat 
"bark bread," when a very poor wood- 
man noticed some white stuff among 
the roots of a tree he felled. It looked 
so clean and nice that he carried home 
a basketful, mixed it with rye and 
bark and baked it. The loaf proved to 
be excellent, and no disagreeable con- 
sequences followed. So the woodman 
told his neighbors, and a rush set in. 


When the magistrates heard of this 


abnormal provender, they forbade the 
use of it, of course; that would be the 
natural impulse of the superior per- 
son. But the peasantry were not to 
be pei'_aaded or coerced into rejecting 
food which they knew by experience 
to bo wholesome and 
nourishing. 


When Mr. Laing visited the district- 
it is called Degenfors—they were us- 
ing the stuff both for soup and bread. 
Samples dispatched to Stockholm for 
analysis gave "finely pulverized flint 
and feldspar, lime, clay, oxide of iron 
and a residuum of some organic matter 
similar to animal which yielded am- 
monia and an oil." 


It is organic matter which contains 


the nourishment everywhere, no doubt, 
if nourishment there be. But that Is 
not always the case, and earth eating 
eems to deserve more attention than 
has yet been paid to it, so far as our 
eading goes. Commonly it is dismiss- 


as a degrading practice of savages. 


Jut German quarrymen, Swedes, even 
Russian soldiers, are not to be classed 
with savages. Nor are the potters of 
Scinde. Their work is fashionable at 
present and they make money—that is, 
:>y the Indian standard. But among 
heir weekly expenses an allowance 
must bo made for the quantity of 
'chaniah" which their wives and chil- 
dren consume; "chaniah" is a white, 
mctuous earth used for glazing pot- 
cry. 


But, 
as a rule, of course, it is sav- 


iges who affect this diet, alike useful 
and agreeable to their tasto. Few mi- 
lerstaud. perhaps, how couiiuou it is. 
nsfauccs might be t'ouud in every eon- 
inent ami every zone by iiu.v onu who 
ookiJ into the matter thoroughly. We

lo mind.

Spencer St. John reports that the Sea 
iynlcs always took a supply of red 
ochre ou their piratical expeditions as 
a reserve in case stores should run 
short, "and we once found in some de- 
ertcd Serlbas praus many packets of 
a white, oleaginous clay used for the 
same purpose." 


In Java little cakes of earth are sold 
n the market; women buy and eat 
:hem to preserve a slender shape. The 
treatment succeeds, for they lose all 
appetite. Humboldt asserts that the 
Indians of Quito put earth and quartz 
sand into their drinking water; but 
this is not unusual, so far as the earth 
goes, at least. We have heard a Boer 
family complain that they could no- 
where get good water when absent 
from their home on the banks of th& 
Orange. The water of the Orange is a 
"puree" of mud; hence-its name. 


The peoples of New Caledonia eat 


pieces of a friable stone, "Lapis ol- 
laris." Messrs. Cloquet and Brischet, 
traveling in those islands, could get 
no food for several days. They came 
upon some green laminate talc and ate 
five ounces each; their gtrength return- 
ed, and they never felt any inconveni- 
ence. The Ottomac Indians of South 
America live exclusively on fish when 
they can get it. But during the sea- 
son of floods there is no fishing, and 
they manage very comfortably with 
earth. Moreover, they flnd the diet so 
agreeable that during the rest of the 
year they eat a ball of clay for dessert. 
Evidently It agrees with them, for the 
Ottomacs are very tall and robust— 
Pall Mall Gazette.

The work was done by 
fraud and fraud has marked its coarse 
From the time it demonetized silver, as 
we intend to present in the future. 
There is not anything frank or honest 
In the money power. It is a villian in 
all of its work and V, has required 
twenty-flve years to prepare the Re- 
publican party to declare for a gold 
standard, which it will do in national 
convention next year.

THOSK 'WHO GOVERN. 


Within tbe last few months there 


has been some expression about tbe 
governing raca and its mission on tbe 
earth. There Is no question about the 
mission of the bearded race respecting 
tbe final destiny of man. Nature con- 
firm* his superior power and decree*- 
tbe race dominion through tbe survival 
of tbe fittest. Tbe operation of the 
law that decrees a surrival of the 
fittest in nature ie universal in ith 
operation, and because of this law 
there ia a contest for dominion within 
the race, and for the first time iu the 
history of man it is outlined by th 
action of the United States and EOK 
land, whereia there is uncovered tb 
intention of the money power of both 
nations to sustain each other in the 
contest for dominion. 


But before tbe contest for dominion 


within tbe race is settled, unless sotm 
intervening power controls, killing 
men will become a business suoh as it 
never baa been iu tbe history of man. 
Within the race there is a continued 
contest going on for dominion. These 
contests as a rule are friendly and 
commendable and are conclusive of the 
universal law operation of a survival 
of tbe fittest. 


The principle applies to all nature 


and to all things in nature. It applies 
to political parties and to government 
by political parties, and when appiica 
tion of tbe principle is made to tbe 
latter the power that puts tbe principle 
in motion is slight when compared 
with Ihe power of the body moved. 


Tbe power that moves and changes 


the policy of government in a free 
country 
may aptly 
be compared 


to a ship's helm. The superior govern 
ing and directing power in a free 
government is in the highly patriotic 
few who keep country always above 
party. These men are the few who 
change the policy of government and 
who are in fact the governing power in 
free government. These governing few 
are not foolish in any sense, as they 
are the thinking, deliberating and coo 
acting men of tbe country, who have 
no party when the welfare of their 
country is in a balance. Party names 
and ptrty ties have no terrors to tbe 
patriotic and intelligent man, as he is 
ever seeking that which he believes to 
be right and that which be believes to 
be for the best interests of tbe people 
and his country. 


The mere partisan never rises to the 


level of a governor of his country, a 
his real, if not natural, position is to 
make np the mass of political inertia 
that ia directed in its course by tbe 
helm, composed of the patriotic and 
intelligent few. When we say that tbe 
intelligent few govern, it is not said to 
apply in a general sense, as all have 
the right to express themselves through 
the ballot. 
Toe sense intended 


abstract, as the patriotic few turn the 
scale with tbeir ballots, and these are 
ballots that shape the future govern 
ment of the country. In these times 
tbe government of the country is not 
the only question involved in the bal- 
lot, as its destiny is included more 
largely than at any time in its history 
since tbe revolution. 


The question above all others before 


the people is the question of tbe 
country'* future. 
In the country's 


future is included the future of each 
man, woman and child living and to 
live and tbe country's future, as at 
present presented by the money power, 
is expressed in the language of Patrick 
Henry "Give me liberty or give me 
death" which is the form now before 
the Boers in a war sense. 


While it is presented to the Ameri- 


can people in a civil sense as it exists 
at present and it will continue to be 
so presented, providing the people are 
willing in the future to submit to tbe 
slavery that will be imposed by the 
money power, but should it become 
necessary to maintain the authority of 
the money power it will be presented 
to the American people as it is now 
presented to the Boers and when it has 
been presented to our people in the 
form presented to tbe Boers and tbe 
money pawer is successful Americans 
will thereafter be seen approaching 
the throne of royalty on bended knee, 
bat in band. 


It may be concluded by some people 


that tbe picture is overdrawn. It is to 
be hoped for the future good of the 
people that it is over colored, but 
tbe outlines are true and the truth of 
the outlines is established by the fact 
that we are more than half way on our 
journey to the royal conclusion at this 
writing.

faotodes for the production of sugar. 


At present beeta are being grown at 


the experiment grounds and H. B. 
Maxecm'a ranch near this city. 
A 


small acreage is devoted to these roots 
in Smith and Mason valleys. Fred 
Dangberg is raising twenty acres near 
Gardnerville. A field of beets in be- 
ing cultivated on the Sam Bach man 
ranch in Baby valley, while the follow- 
ing Lovelock valley ranchers aieculti- 
vating beets to greater or less extent: 
John Harrison, H. 0. Marker, Joseph 
Hills and Wm. Loorz. 


Government returns for last year 


show Nevada's beets to have been at 
tbe beadof the column with 21.2 per 
cent in sucbrose, for the best, while 
their average was 18.5 per cent. The 
previous year Nevada also headed the 
list and it la a foregone conclusion 
that the good story will be retold for 
1899. 


There arrived 
at the experiment 


station Monday a number of beets 
from tbe Hurrifon ranch. They were 
monsters. Tbe largest stood 39 inches 
high. Prof. IN. E. Wilson is now en- 
gaged analyzing them.

Fiaaic Butt Stealen. 


There Is a reason why the Adiron- 


dack forest fires should become moro 
destructive each succeeding year. MOB! 
of the timber there is-spruce. While 
Bin'ucp is used for vnrtous purposes It 
It valued chiefly ns material for the 
manufacture of sounding boards for 
all kinds of musical instruments. 


That part of the spruce tree which 


Is free from branches, extending to 
from 20 to 30 feet above the ground, 
Is known as a fiddle butt. As there are 
no branches In that part of the trunk 
there arc no knots, and when the lurn- 
bor is sawed it presents a smooth sur- 
face, an essential in the making of 
sounding boards. 


Tlio stealing of fiddle butts is carried 


on ns a regular industry by hundreds 
of men who own small farms on the 
outer edges of the forests. 'JJiose men 
go into the woods in winter and cut 
down thousands of great spruce trees. 
They take from each tree only the 
base log, which they sell at the nearest 
sawmill, allowing the remainder of the 
tree to He where it falls. The branch- 
es become dry as tinder in time, and 
when a fire is started by a careless 
hunter or -woodsman they furnish an 
abundance of fuel for the spread of 
the conflagration. 


Many efforts bave been made to pun- 


ish the fiddle butt stealers, but it is a 
fact that no jury has ever been got to- 
gether that would bring In a verdict of 
guilty. It is claimed, with much evi- 
dence of truth, that a Jury has never 
been selected in that section that did 
not have a fiddle butt stealer among 
its members.—Philadelphia Record.
